Lonpon, ‘July 2.—Late to-night I learn 
that Wilkie Collins has had a streke of 
paralysis, which, I believe, is his second, 
and He lies in an unconscious state at the 
house where he was to have dined Sunday 
with Sebastian B. Schlesinger, one of the 
most prominent members of the American 
coleny here andan intimate friend of the 
novelist. The dinner was given to the 
Kendals, and Mr: Collins was anxious to 
come, but at the last moment he was too ill. 
Mr. Schlesinger tried to induce him to go 
into the country, as the heat here had much 
affected his health, but Collins smilingly 
said he was too much of a cockney ever to 
want to leave London. 

The Parnell Commission, which, has been 
dragging along with no public attention 
whatever, to-day revived in interest by the 
appearance of Davitt in the box. He has 
been a favorite with the Judges from the 
outset, and his fine clear story to-day made 
a visible impression. The cross-examina- 
tion was begun rather strikingly to-day, 
and promises to be dramatic to-morrow, 
when the testimony will touch near the 
Clan-na-Gael in America. 





MICHAEL DAVITYS STORY. 

LONDON, July 2.—Michael Davitt was exam- 
iued before the Parnell Commission to-day. 
He declared that there was no truth in the 
account given by Le Caron before the commis- 
sion concerning proposals of John Devoy being 
submitted to Mr. Parnell. Mr. Parnell) had 
nothing to do with the witness’s visit to Amer- 
ica in 1878. 

Mr. Davitt stated that while in America he: 
attended meetings of the Cian-na-Gael, at which 
he explained the objects of the Land League 
and tried to win the Clan-na-Gael to its support. 
The Cian-na-Gael, he said, included some of the 
best [rishmenin America, There was no alli- 


ance between the Clan-na-Gael and the League 
in lreland, Mr. Davitt said he never met a 
better man, as a philanthropist and a Christian, 
than Patrick Ford. When foratime Mr. Fora 
opeuly advyecated the use of dynamite the wit- 
Less wrote to himexpostulating, and ultimately 
Mr. Ford returned to the policy adopted by Mr. 
Parnell’s followers. The witness said he him- 
self was opposed to the use of dynamite be- 
cause 1t Was an Immoral and unmanly style of 
warfare. He was bot opposed to physical 
force, if in resorting thereto there was a rea3son- 
able chance of success. The League did not 
circulate the letter of John Devoy on “A New 
Departure,” extracts frou: which were quoted 
by Attorney General Webster, counsel for the 
Limes. 

Mr. Davitt believed outrages were due to the 
agitation of local agrarian bodies, composed 
chiefly of sons of smull tenant farmers. He 
disliked agitation and would willingly abandon 
It to-morrow if be saw some justice done to Ire- 
land. He could netabandon it otherwise. In 
reference to the Phenix Park murders Mr. 
Davitt said: “It took all my influence to dis- 
suade Mr, Parnell from resigning. We immedi- 
ately had circulated throughout Ireland a man- 
ifesto condemning the murders. There was 
absolutely no ground for the suggestion that I 
or uny of my colleagues were in any way privy 
to the crimes.” Mr. Davitt continued: “I be- 
lieve that murders were committed by members 
of the Clan-na-Gael, but the perpetrators cer- 
tainiy did not have the sanetion. of the gov- 
erning body nor the approval of the leaders.” 

Mr. Davitt said that, in a letter which he 
wrote, he had used the word pen, meaning re- 
volver. He declined to say to whom the letter 
was addressed.

Mr. Davitt—I cannot say without possibly 
injuring a man who greatly wronged me. Mr. 
Davitt explained that the man to whom the 
letter Was written had conceived a hatred of 
another member of the League and wished to 
murder him. The witness wrote to him ap- 
peariny to sanction the act he meditated, but 
really to gain time until he could write to two 
superior oflieers and ask them to dissuade the 
Man from carrying out his purpose. The ex- 
pression used in the letter was ‘Whoever is 
employed, do not let him use the pen we have 
been using.” The witness wrote to the two 
superior officers about the matter. He could 
not teil their names. He believed that both 
Were now in America. Mr. Davitt said the 
dear friend to whom was addressed the letter 
in which the word ** pen” appeared was now in 
America, and he now publicly appealed to him 

‘o allow him to divulge his name.

BARNUM’S LONDON SEASON, 
BRIDGEPORT, Conn., July 2.—P. T. Barnum, 
speaking of his coming season in London, says: 
“The entire show known as Barnum, Bailey & 
Co.’s Cirous and Menagerie, greatly amplitied, 
will sail for England ‘about Oct. 12 next, and 
willopenin the Oiympia, London, about Nov. 
1, for a Winter season. It will take three large 
steamers or five of ordinary size for transporta- 


tion. Forty advance agents will be sent over 
six weeks ahead the expedition with sixty 
tons of printing, and the whule of Great Britain 
will be billed for the first announcement, a 
_ thing never done before except for the Queen’s

Five hun- 
dred tons of wardrobe and paraphernalia bave 
been contracted for, and a large number of 
beeves will be supplied to feed the wild animals 
whive enroute, The company will include every 
peitormer of note in America and the champion 
of every branch of arena entertainment. 
“The Olympia, which has been engaged for 
the performances, is the largest bujlding in the 
world, seating 30,000 people, and it wiil take 
380 ring and hippodrome horses to give the per- 
formances therein, Execuryon trains will be ar- 
rauged for from all parts of Great Britain dur- 
ing thé ssason. The show Will return to America 
pext Spring in time for the Summer tour of the 
¢ountry.”

“CHART OF THE NEW ANCHORAGE GROUNDS AT THE PORT OF NEW-YORK. 
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NEW ANOHORAGE RULHBS. 





TnejfUnited States Treasury Department has de- 
cided to make a number of changes in the anch- 
orage groundsatthe port of New-York. These 
will be formally promulgated in a few days over 
the signature of Secretary William Windom. 
The changes necessarily carry with them changes 
in existing rules and regulations. Just what 
these changes are will be readily recognized by 
ship masters, ship owners, yachtsmen, and naval 
ofticers, for those portions of the new rules that 
differ from the old rules are herewith printed in 
italics for convenience in making comparisons. 
The Treasury Department empowers and di- 
rects “all officers of revenus vessels at the 
port of New-York, in cases of necessity, or 
when a proper notice has been disregarded, to 
use the force at their command to remove from 
the channel-ways any vessel found violating 
the rules.” 

The revenue steamer Manhattan, Capt. D. F. 
Tozier commanding, has been designated as a 
patrol boat to strictly enforce the rules, 

Violations of the regulations that require im- 
-mediate action may be communicated to the 
Surveyor of Customs at the Barge Office, who, 
n the absence of the Manhattan, is authorized 
to detail any revenue steamer to perform the 
duty required. 

A refusal to up-anchor and move over into 
the prescribed anchorage grounds is punistiable 
by a heavy tine. 

All communications referring to the rules and 
limits of anchorage grounds at this port as de- 
fined by the Secretary of the Treasury should 
be addressed to the, Treasury Department. 

The above chart clearly defines the bound- 
aries of the new anchorage grounds. It is an 
exact copy, on a reduced scale, of the chart soon 
to be officially promulgated. 

Following is the text of the new rules as pre- 
pared by the boara of officers that has just pre- 
sented its report to the Treasury Department: 


EAST RIVER ANCHORAGES. 
Vessels shalljanchor within the following 
specified limits: 


1. On Hammond flats, to the northward ofa 
line from Tarogg’s Neck to Old Ferry Point. 


2. To the southward of a line from Willet’s 
Point to Whitestone Point. 

3. On the north side of the chan nel north of a 
line between Old Ferry Point and Hunt's Point. 

4. On the south side of the channel south of a 
line between Whitestone Point and Buoy 1 off 
College Point, and to the eastward of a line 
running from said buoy to College Point. 


5. In Flushing Bay, to the southward of a 
line from College Point to the north end of 
Riker’s Island. 

6. To the southward ofalinefrom the north 
end of Riker’s Island to the north end of South 
Brother Island, thence to Lawrence’s Point. 

7. To the westward of a line from Stony 
Point to northeast end of Ward's Isiana, and 
between Ward’s Island and Randali’s Island, 
and between Randall’s Island and Port Morris. 


8 To the westwara of aline from the foot of 
One Hunared and Sixteenth-sireet, New-York, to 
the north end of Avenue B, New-York, but no 
| vessel shall anchor on this anchorage within 150 
feet of anu wharf or pier, or soasto impede the 
movements of a ferry, or so as to prevent ready 
access to or from ihe piers. 

9. To the eastward of a line from Hatter’s 
Point to Gibb’s Point, (Hallet’s. Cove, Astoria.) 

10. To the southward of Thirty-firat-strest 
and northward of Twenty-third-street piers, 
and to the westward of a line passing through 
Buoy 1, off fhirty-fourth-street, and NVanger 
Buoy, off Twentietb-street. Small vessels of the 
United States Government and vessels carrying 
a distinctive signal prescribed by the Secre of 
the Navy may anehor anywhere within these 
limits, provided they do not odsiruct the approach 
to any pier or impede the movements of any 
ferryboat, and the officer in charge of a 
grounds may, whenever he deems tt advis , 

move or carwse to move any vessel not in his opinion 
complying with this previso. 

[Nore.—No vessel shall be anchored in the 
East River other than in the places hereinbe- 
fore designated, excepting in cases of distress, 
and then vot longer than the turn of the , 
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a ferry or obstruct vesselsin getting toandfrom 
the piers.) 


HUDSON RIVER ANCHORAGE, EAST. ° 


11. Vessels may anchorin Hudson River, east 
of the centre of said river, and north of Thirty- 
fifth-street, provided that no vessel shall anchor 
within 200 yards of any pier between Thirty- 
fifty and Seveuty-tfifth streets. — 
{NoTE.—Men-of-war of all nations, small vessels 
of the United States Government, and vessels car- 
rying a distinctive signal prescribed by the Secre- 
tary of the Navy, may anchor in Hudson River, 
east of the centre of said river, north of Twenty- 
fourth-street and south of Vhirty-ffth-street, pro- 
vuied that no such vessel shall anchor within 200 
yards of any pier.] 


HUDSON RIVER ANCHORAGE, WEST. 


12. Vessels may anchor te the westward ofa 
line from Castle Point to Bull’s Ferry, and north 
of Fourteenth-street, Hoboken Ferry landing, 
provided that in no case shall a vessel anchor 
within 20 yards of the sbore, or in sueh a posi- 
tion as to impede the movements of a ferry, or 
to prevent ready access to and from the piers. 


WESTERN ANCHORAGE, UPPER BAY. 
Vessels may anchor in the upper bay within 
the following limits: \\ 


13. To the southward of the range passing 
through Wall-Street kerry, Brooklyn, and the 
White Buoy, tothe north and east of Ellis Isl- 
and; tothe westward ofaline running south- 
west by south [nearly] from the said White Buoy 
io another white buoy haifa mile east from Rob- 
bin’s Reef Lighthouse, and to the northward of a 
line from Constable's Point through Robbin’s 
Keef Lighthouse to the last-mentioned White 
Buoy, provided that no vessel anchors so as to 
obstruct the approaches to any pier within 
these limits. 


GOVERNOR’S ISLAND ANCHORAGE. 


14. Vessels may anchor to the southward of 
Governor’s Island, within the triangular space 
included in lines running from Castie Williams 
to Buoy 1, thence to Buoy 3, in Buttermilk 
Channel. 


EASTERN ANCHORAGE, UPPER AND LOWER 
BAYS. 
Vessels may anchor within the following 
limits: é 


15. To the southward of aline passing through 
the Statue of Liberty on Bediow’s Isiand and 
the southern point of the north entrance to the 
Erie Basin; to the eastward of @ range passing 
through Produce Exchange tower, the east edge 
of Castle Williams, and buoys 20 and 138, as now 
planted, and to theeastward of a range passing 
through Buoy 18, off Owl’s Head, the western 
edge of Long Island, to the Narrows, and east- 
ern side of Fort Lafayette as far south as the 
east channel, between Buoys 4 and 2; provided 
that no Vessel shall anchor within three hun- 
dred yards of the Arie Basin, and that no vessel 
shalt anchor so as to impedethe movements of a 
Jerry or soas to prevent ready access to or from the

rf Heavy-draught vessels awaiting quarantine or 
temporarily delayed may anchor to the eastward of 
alinedrawn from Norion’s Point to Red Buoy 14 
at the northern end of Dry Romer Shoal, leaving a

16. Vessels may anchor on Dry Ronier shoal 
and Flynn’s Knoll. 


STATEN ISLAND AND WESTERN ANCHORAGE,

17. Vessels may anchor to the southward of a 
line from St. George’s Ferry landing, Staten Ist- 
and, and the railroad terminal docks at Bay 
Ridge, L. I, and to the wesiward of a_ line 
from Robbin's Keef Lighthouse to the H. S. Buoy 
on Craven's Shoal, (through a point 1,000 yards 
east from the Quarantine Wharf at Clifton,) 
thence to Buoys 11, 9, and 7, thence to Con- 
over Beacon; but no vessel shali anchor so as to 
impede the movements of any ferryboat or prevent 
ready access to or from any prer, 

[NOTE.—o other vessels than those which are 
detained at Upper Quarantine shall anchor on 
this anchorage bdetr Fort Tompkins Light and 
Quarantine Wharf at Clifton, S. I.} 


SANDY HOOK BAY ANCHORAGE, 

18. Vessels may anchor to the southward of a 
line extending trom East Beacon to Bay Side - 
Beacon, (Point Comfort,) provided they co not 
apres the movements of vessels in getting to 
and from the piers. 
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and only until such time as they can procure 
assistance, 

19. Vessels carrying gunpowder or other ex- 
plosives may anchor only as follows: 

I, On the shoal ground to the eashoard of 
Riker’s Island, East River, from one-quarter to 
Sive-eighths mile from this wland, - 

II. On Jersey fiats te the westward of a line 
running northeast by north from the outer end of 
the pier east of Black Yom Island, provided that 
such vessels do nol anchor within 800 yards of 
Eliis Island, or within 500 yards of any pier. 

i1I. On the fiats to the south ot a line drawn 
from Bedlow’s [sland to Craven’s Point, New- 
Jersey, and to the westward of a line from Bed- 
low’s Island to Ropbin’s Reef, provided that 
they do not anchor within 1,000 yards of either 
Bedlow’s Island or Robbin’s Reef Light, or with- 
in 500 yards of any pier. Vessels (carrying ex- 
plosives) of too great draught to use this 
anchorage may anchor only in Gravesend Bay 
until assigned another berth, but not within 
1,000 yards of the shore. 

All vessels laden with explosives whila within 
the port will display at ail times a red flag of at 
least sixteen square feet surface at the mast- 
head. Vessels 80 laden, and without masts, 
will display the flag at least ten feet above the 
uppermost deck. 

Points where cables and water pipes cross are 
clearly marked in red on the accompanying 
map, and all vessels are cautioned not to 
anchor so a8 to interfere with them. 

Ash scows, the property of munieipalities 
bordering on the waters of the port, may be 
anchored in such places as the officer appointed 
to enforce the foregoing law and rules may 
designate, with the approval of the Treasury 
Department, 

The white mooring buoys off the Upper Quar- 
antine station in the Narrows are exclusively 
for the use of vessels awaiting the first visit of 
the Health Officer, and are not to be occupied 
at any other time, i 

The officer or his deputy charged with the en- 
forcement ef these rules and reguiations is em- 
powered loremove any vesssl fron her anchorage 
when in his opinion such removal is desirable, He 
shall also decide whether a vessel is anchored with- 
in the prescribed anchorage limits, and his de- 
cision shall in all cases be final. 


The new rules and regulations are the out- 
‘come of the findings of a board consisting of 
Superintendent I. M. Thorn of the United States 
Coast and Geodetic Survey and Lieut. Com- 
mander W. H. Brownson, United States Navy. 
These officers, in consultation with Capt. D. F. 
Tozier, United States Revenue Marine, recently 
inspected the harbor of this port and examined 
all localities where changes had been suggest- 
ed. The rules as they now stand present some 
very important changes over the old ones, ana 
in nearly every instance where alterations have 
been made if bas been to the advantage of ship 
owners and masters of vessels. 

It is well known that the original establishing 
of anchorage laws for New-York Harbor was 
of an experimental nature, but it became evi- 
dent after triai that ithe grounds could be kept 
clear, and ali further thought of experiment 
quickly died out. The rules as first drawn up 


‘were purposely left open in places for future 


changes, it being intended that the experience 
ot the anchorage officer should be taken ad- 
Vantage of lateron to render the re-establish- 
ing of old grounds or the establishing of new 


‘ones most consistent with the needs of the port. 


v Along with the changes proposed by Capt. 
Tozier, the anchorage officer, the commission 
had the benefit of suggestions offered it by the 
Pilot Commissioners, ferryboat companies, and 
yachtsmen. The vhanges asked for by these 
latter interests were presented in most in- 
‘stances through and by the anchorage oflicer. 
It is worthy of note, too, thatthe majority of the 
changes as now made were originally proposed 
by the Coast and Geodetic Survey, but opposed 
by others who doubted their advisability. Ex- 
perience has proved the wisdom of the original 
suggestions made by Mr. Thorn and Lieut. Com- 
Mmander Brownson in July, 1888. 

‘Fhe main-sadvantages derived from the 
thanges are on the grounds of Communipaw 
flats, off Twenty-sixth-street, East River; in 

Gowanus Bay, and below the Narrows in the 
‘upper part of the lower bay. 

_ The yachtsmen havesecured an anchorage for 
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themselves of Twenty-sixth-street, East River, 
but itis not exclusive, as it permits Govern- 
ment craft of small draught, such as revenue 
cutters, vessels of the Fish Commission and 
Lighthouse Board, to use the same ground with 
them. The rules prohibit mercnant vessels an- 
choring in this locality closer than 100 yards 
from the pierheads. Only when vessels of the 
class privilegea to the use of this ground obd- 
struct ferries and ferryboats will they be required 
to shift their positions. It is thought by giving 
this exclusive anchorage to the above class 
there will be avoided much of that wanton in- 
jury attending light vessels anchoring in among 
heavily-laden schooners, and especialiy so when 
the latter are likely to drag their anchors on the 
first appearance of a blow. 

But down in Gowanus Bay all the prick 
schooners, oystermen, and catboats will be al- 
lowed to lie at anchor as long as they please. 
Gowanus Bay will now be free to all vessels, 
the new rules only excluding from anchorage a 
sufficiently-wide channel to make the creek, 
and, on the other side, keep open a channel for 
the ferryboats running to South Brooklyn. The 
concession of Gowanus Bay is something to 
which all the small merchant craft in the har- 
bor have been looking forward ever since 
they were excluded from its waters. The bay 
has for years past been theironity safe anchor- 
age inthe event of a biow, but notwithstand- 
ing the danger involved, the old rules req uired 
them all to give Gowanus a free berth. 

The addition of extra ground to the Hudson 
River anchorage is to give men-of-war of ail 
nations an exclusive anchorage, This exclusive 
anchorage will aiso be open to the smaller class 
of Government veaseis and to yachts, since these 
latter craft come under the head of vessels 
earrying a distinctive ‘‘signal prescribed by 
the Secretary of the Navy.” The additional 
anchorage on Communipaw flats is a great 
boon to the pilots, who dread taking a deep- 
draught vessel too close inshore. The new 
limit also cuts off the use of adouble range, 
and thus simplifies, in. a great measure, the 
boundary of the ground, 

By combining into one anchorage ground the 
old anchorages off Staten [ sland, the duty at 
this locality is simplified. Down below the 
Narrows, the former elbow of the anchorage 
ground which projected out into the channel 
below *Craven’s Shoal, has been done away 
with, both to the interests of na vication, in not 
allowing vessels to encroach so on théship 
channel, and also to simplify the ranges on 
the lower bay anchorages. 

In all its proceedings the board has been 
actuated by the idea of increasing the navi- 
gatien facilities of the port and the rendering 
safe of all the ferry approaches about the bay. 
As the rules now stand, no coastwise schooner 
coming into port without a pilot should have 
fear of. anchoring outside the limits. Charts can 
be procured from the anchorage officer on ap- 
plication or at the Barge Office on the Battery. 
Allthe anchorags limits are clearly and well 
defined, either by ranges from points on shore 
or by means of buoys placed for this very pur- 
pose. 

In the matter of deep-draught vessels the 
proper anchoring of such craft lies with the 
pilot. Such vessels aro generally engaged on 
deep-water voyages and take pilots in coming 
into port. In bringing big ships up to the 
anchorage off Bediow’s, the main point for 
pilots to be sure about is getting inside of a 
course running south-south wést from the white 

buoy off the Communipaw flats. There is plenty 
of water on this anchorage ground, and there is 
no reason for pilots crowding their charges 
right on to the line. Let it ¢ome on to blow 
and the chanoes are that they wili drag, und 
drag, too, over the boundary. The result is a 
report on the vessel and orders for her to heave 
up and move inside. SOU AS

The Red Hook anchorage has all along been 
one of the most troublesonie anchorage grounas 
in the harbor to keep clear. Vessels insist on 
getting tothe northward of the upper ine or 
outside the westward boundary. The ofticers in 
charge of the anchorages have been exceeding- 
ly lenient with all vessels on this ground, but 
the violations have in many cases become so 
marked that they are not inclined to overlook 
further illegal actions. Much of 1t, however, is 
due to towboats towing in through Hell Gate. 
These tugstake their charges down througn 
Buttermilk Channe), and in their hurry to bo 
rid of them and off are not always concerned if 
they do drop their tows north of the upper 
boundary. In such instances the tugs are re- 
sponsible, and the anchoraye offieers are taking 
care to note the name of the tug in every report 
they make out of illegally-anchored vessels. 

In the matter of anchoring in the North or 
the East River there is no excuse for vessels so 
doing, unless suddenly caught in a change of 
the tide. If anchor they must, they should en- 
deavor to get within the line of the pierheads, 
the rules permitting them to hold on here uatil 
the tide changes. By an examination of the 
old grounds and the new limits it will be seen 
that the East River anchorages remain intact, 
in Rutes 1 to 7 inclusive of the old regulations. 
But on coming to Rule 8, One Hundred and Six- 
teenth-street ig substituted for One Hundred 
and First-street. This extends the anchorage 
northward on the Harlem River grouna fifteen 
blocks. Vessels are restricted, however, from 
getting within 150 feet of tne pierheads. 

Rule 9 of the East River anchorage remains 
the same. Rule 10 is changed, and permits 
only an exclusive class of vessels the privilege 
of the inshore ground off Twenty-sixth-street. 
All other vessels must remain at a distance not 
less than 100 yards from tne pierheads, if de- 
siring to use the Twenty-sixth-street anchorage. 
The class of ves sels entitlea to the use of this 
grouné is seen by reference to the rule. 

The Hudson River anchorage, east, remains 
intact, Men-of-war have, however, secured an 
exciusive ground for themselves between 
Twenty-fourth and Thirty-fifth streets. The 
class of vessels entitled to the inshore anchorage 
off Twenty-sixth-street will also be entitled to 
use this ground set aside for war ships of all 
nations. Tbe Hudson River anchorages, west, 
bave not been changed. 

Rule 13 now gives agreater anchorage than 
before, the white buoy having been extended 
300 feet further out into the channel. It also 
gives a clearer approach to the Communipaw 
landing. The Communipaw anchorage was 
extended through the request of the Pilot Com- 
missioners, The little triangular anchorage to 
the southward of Governor’s Island remains 
unchanged. 

By Rule 15, as now changed, vessels secure Go- 
wanus Bay *keeping, however, always 300 feet 


from Erie Basin. Rule 16 remains intact. Rule 
17 loses its identity in the new number 18 rule, 
The combination makes one anchorage off 
Staten Island. Rule 19 of the old regulation 
becomes 18 of the new. It is unchanged, 

Rule 19 of the new regulations allows an 
anchoraxe for explosives in East River, east of 
Riker's Isiand, Thisis what private firms do- 
ing blasting in Harlem have been endeavoring 
to get. Under the old regulations their vessels 
must needs anchor on the ground off Ellis Isl- 
and. The old explosive ground has been some- 
whataitered. The remainder of the oid rule 
remains the same. 

The new reguiations empower the an chorage 
officer to move any vessel by force and make 
his decision iu any case of questioned position 
final. It is believed, as stated by the Commis- 
sianers ih their report, that no officer fit to be 
jiutrusted with the execution of the law would 
abuse euch a plan If he were to abuse 16 
he would be promptly rebaked by the Secre- 


tary of the Treasury, as weil as b ublic

LARS REALIZED. 

SOME OF THE PURCHASERS AND THEY 
PRICES PAID—A STORY ABOUI 
MILLET NEVER BEFORE TOLD. 
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Paris, July 2.—The sale of M. Secrétan’s 
grand collection of paintings was resumed to- 
day, with a large crowd m attendance. The 
excitement caused by the spirited bidding for 
Millet’s “‘ The Angelus” yesterday had not died 
away, and the price paid by M. Proust toretain 
the painting in France was a theme of general 
discussion. Of the $111,000 paid for “‘ The An- ; 
gelus” $50,000 was subscribed by collectors 
and amateurs who were anxious to secure the 
picture for the Musée de France. Mr. Sutton, 
an American collector, has offered to give , 
$10,000 to the poor of Paris if M. Proust will 
resell “The Angelus” for the price he paid for ' 
it. It is not probable that the offer will be : 
accepted. 

The pictures that went under the auctioncer’s | 
hammer to-day were those of the old masters 
of the Secrétan collection, the modern masters | 
having been exhausted yesterday. Among the . 
high-priced paintings were Hooghe’s “ Interior 
of a Dutch Dwelling,” which was sold to Du- 
rand Ruel for $55,200; Frans Hals’s “ Portrait, ; 
of Pieter van den Broeke, Founder of Bata- + 
via,” to'\Mr. Agnew for $22,000; the Rubens,’ 
‘*David and Abigail,” te Serips for $22,400; 
Metsu’s ‘“ Breakfast,” to Mr. Agnew for 
$17,000; Metsu’s “Dutch Interior,’ to the 
same purchaser for $12,900; Jan van der Meer’s 
‘The Lady and the Servant,” for $15,000; ihe 
same painter’s “The Billet-doux.” for $12,400, ' 
and Van Dyck’s “ Portrait of Lady Cavendish,” 
for $14,800.

f the omg paid tor Millet’s pictures during 
his lifetime had anywhere approximated the 
price paid for his “ L’Angelus” at the Seorétan 
sale on Monday the life of that great painter 
would haye been immeasurabiy a less melen- 
choly ong. Up to within a very few years of his 
death MRlet’s path in life was a rough one in- 
deed, It was a constant struggle against the 
direst poverty, astraggle that was maintained 
by him with so mueh courage, perseverance, 
and gentle manliness that it is almost incom- 
prehensible in this generation. His early life— 
he was born in 1814—was spent on his father’s 
farm, and the, opportunities for learning were 
solely those which he found for himself. He 
was sent to Paris toe study, after his talent had 
been made manifest, put his ideas of his sub- 
jects were not the ideas which found favor in 
the eyes of either dealers or buyers or masters. 
He painted peasants and peasant life as they 
really were, painted them powerfully and won- 
derfully well; but those were not the kind of 
pictures that could be sold just then. 

Millet’s first picture hung in the Salon was a 
pores in 1840, and met with no success. 

hen the exhibition closed he went back to his 
home in Normandy to ‘make a living,” and as 
his pictures did not sell even there,:he painted 
signs for oe for almost nothing.

HISTORY OF THE PAINTING WHICH 
BROUGHT SO GREAT A PRICE. 


The hietory of Jean-Frangois Millet’s paint- 
ing, “‘L’ Angelus,” which was sold.at the Secre- 
tan sale in Paris Monday for $111,000, as 
told to a Times reporter last night by Mr. 
Samuel P. Avery, Sr., is a most interesting one. 

It was while Millet was in Barbizon in 1859, 
working in his studio in the little peasant’s 
hut which was His home, that’‘L’Angeius” 
‘was put on canvas. When it was almost fin- 
ished there came to see the painter one day Mr. 
Thomas G. Appleton of Boston, a brother-in-law 
of Longfellow, an admirer of art and a rich 
man. He saw the partly-finished painting and 
was greatly impressed by it, so much so that 
he decided to purchase it. The agreement was 
made, the price te be paid for the picture being 
lixed at 4,000f. When Millet had put the last 
touches upon the canvas Mr. Appleton could 
not be fgund. He was off on a yachting cruise

A DEEARY DAY IN CAMP. . 
MILITARY DUTIES AGAIN INTERRUPTED 
BY RAIN. 


PESKSKILL, N. Y., July 2.—This has beon the 
dreariest of dreary days incamp. The rain has 
fallen in a steady downpour, so steadily indeed 
that it has been impossible to do work. Even 
the sentries have kept to their boxes most of 
the time. This morning an attempt was made 
to continue the battalion drill of yesterday, but 
bardly was it begun before the officers gave up 


| in dispair and ordered the men back to their 


tents, drenched tothe skin, where they have 
since had ample time in which to ruminate over 
the trials as well as the joys of a soldier’s ca- 
reer. But they have little cause for complaint, 
for the new tents havethus far proved imper- 
vious to the elements.

getting into one’s clothes in the morning is not

The grand guard announced for to-day has 
been indefinitely postponed, or until the sun 
sees fit te show his face once more. The men 
have amused themselves in skylarking about 
each other’s quarters, singing songs and behav- 
ing generally like a crowd of overgrown boys 
let leose from the restraints of school. To-night 
the Smith Glee Club, so-called, composed of 
mess hall darkies, gave a musical entertain- 
ment, which was tragic in most of its essential 
features, but it served its purpose—that of 
whiling away an hour or two, and was, of 
course, well attended, since it was free. 

On the Fourth nothing out of the usual daily 
routine will be attempted, except that at high 
noon the men will be drawn up on parade and a 
salute of forty-two guns will be fired.

JOSEPH C. MACKIN RELEASED FROM 


THE PENITENTIARY. ers 
CHICAGO, July 2.—Joseph C. Mackin, known... 
to fame as “ a fine worker” in elections, was to- 
day pardoned out of Joilet Pententiary by Gov. 
Fifer, Application was made to Gov. Fifer for 
Mackin’s pardon something like a year ago, and 
the document bore the indorsement of the 
Judges of the two courts which tried Mackin, 
the names of all the Grand Jurors who indicted 
him, of eleven of the jurors who'convicted him,

Mackin was convicted of perjury in answering 
falsely questions put to him by the Grand Jury 
which investigated the eleetion frauds in 1884, 
apd was sentenced to five years in the peniten- 
tiary. His sentence, with the “ good time’ al- 
lowance, would have expired next August, so 
that his pardon now releases him only two 
months earlier than the date fixed by the jury. 
Mackin’s trial war the sensation of the year 
1885 in Chicago. His conviction ‘was consid- 
ered a triumph for the friends:of pure elections, 
and his sentence a justone. He owes his re- 
le now the hg ace efforts of his wife, 
who for two years has been laboring assiduous- . 
ly to bring it about. In his application for a 
pardon Mackin said: “In appealing to your. 
clemency for pardon I wish to say that for an 
violation of the laws of this Staté of which 
have been guilty Texpress sincere regret, and 
hereby pledge for the future my best energies 
in upright citizenship and honest effort to earn 
for myself the approval and esteem of the 
worthy citizens of Llinois.”

SALVATOR'S REALIZATION 


WITH THNNY ONLY HALF A 
NOSE BEHIND HIM. 

. Lone DANCE WAS THIRD IN THE 

RICHEST STAKE RACE FOR THREE-: 

YEAR-OLDS OF THE YEAR. 


Mr. J. B. Haggin supplements 4 Kis successful 
sale of yearlings on Monday by having nis,colt 
Salvator place to his credit, at the Sheepshead 
Bay track yesterday, the Realization Stakes, the 
richest prize for three-year-olds of the year. 
Itis extremely doubtful if Salvater won the. 
race, Capt. Bradford, who placed the horses, 
and Mr. Haggin-may be satisfled that he did, 
but there are thousands of people who saw the 
finish who won’t'believe anything-of the kind, 
and cannot be-inducea to believe it. Most of 
the unprejudiced witnesses of the contest think 
that Tenny won the race, while even those who 
backed Satvator claimed for him only the place 
of honor that comes from running a dead heat 
One of the club officials who was in the 
judges’ stand at the time of the finish 
said that it was a dead heat, and as 
nearly a dead heat as he eyersaw. This state- 
ment, however, he supplemented by another 
that it was utterly impossible for-one to proper- 
ly place the horses unless he was absolutely 
on the line. This would seem to be the caso in 
this instance, for Capt. Bradford, when asked 
by what distance the race was won, said that it 
was by “ haifa nose,” a bit of placing which 
gives more credit to the eagle eye of the judge 
than did his decision in the finish for the 
Double Event, in which Anaeonda, who 
won the race for Senator Hearst, was 
not seen by the judges. They gave the 
race to Torso, at first placing Livonia sec- 
ond and Flatbush third, then changing it to 


Flatbush secend and Livonia third, and finally 
to Livonia second and Anaconda third. The 
decision in the Realization will always be 
| looked upon in racing history as an error of 
similar character to that made by Capt. Braa- 
ford a year ago in the Thistle Stakes, when he 
gave the race’to Tristan, although every one 
else who saw the race firmly believed, and al- 
ways Will believe, that Tea Tray was the win- 
ner. As the members of the Coney [sland Club 
asarule backed both Torso and Salvator to 
win their-respective races, the verdicts of the 
judges were popular ones in the clubhouse, 
however unsatisfactory they may have been 
elsewhere, é 

That there should have been these differences 
of opinion between the judge and the public was: 
extremely unfortunate, for the meeting, up to 
the closing day, had been particularly free from 
annoyances of this kind. Capt. Bradford 1s in 
the stand to officially settle the placing of the 
horses, and his word is, of course, abselute law, 
from which there is no appeal. So it must be 
accepted, and there is no help for it for either 
owner or bettor. The decision in the Double 
Event, however, shows that even Capt. Brad- 
ford’s judgment is not infallible. 

Threats of a rainy and decidedly unpleasant, 
, day. with the probability of a muddy and heavy 
track, kept thousands who woulda otherwise’ 
have been thére from being at the track to see 
the running of the first Realization Stakes, 
which has been looxed forward to for so tong a 
time as the race which should settle the ques- 
tion as to the superiority of the:three-year-olds 
of 1889. Unfortunately, the Faverdale colt and 
French Park were unable to appear in the race, 
Spokane, Don José, and Sorrento were not eli- 
gible, and therefore the question of superiority 
is net vet decided, for Jimmy McLaughlin, who 
rode the winner, is authority for the statement 
that the stakes did not go to the best 
horse in the race at the weights whieh 
in bis opinion, was Tenny. Had the latter been 
ridden by some hustling jockey like Hamilton 
or Garrison he would probably bave won by 
two or three lengths, but Littletiel@ was unable 
to get what there was in his horsé out of him. 
Then, too, Longstreet went out of it ata point 
where it looked morally certain that he would 
have been a very prominent faétor in it. He 
was rupning very strong, easily, and kindly in 
second place to My Fellow as the horses were 
rounding into the home stretch for the finish. 
But instead of making the turn and going to 
the front, as he had a chance to do, 
the horse bolted and ran very wide 
rover to the outer rail, and lost so much 
ground before Taylor could get control of 
him, that ne had no chance in it, and so Taylor 
eased him up and had to finish in the ruck, 
though, in the opinion of many of the best 
horsemen at the track, he would have beaten 
both Salvator and Tenny had he run kindly to 
the end. His preliminary work certainly war- 
rants this belief, for it was better than that of 
any of the other contestants. Just how good 
he was that unfortunate swerve at the head of 
the stretch prevents the world from knowing. 
With Garrison up the result might have been 
different, for he has more strength than Taylor. 
But Garrison could not ride him because 
Mr. Haggin h engaged him to ride 
in fthe race in order to prevent any one else 
from securing his services. Mr. Haggin’s 
triend, Senator Hearst, helped him to his vic- 
tory by starting Philander, with Hamilton up, 
80 as to prevent the latter from riding the very 
dangerous competitor, Tenny. So everything 
worked in the copper king’s favor, and to his 
colt gues the great credit of having won the 
first Realization Stakes. It was stated that Mr. 
Haggin would present McLaughlin with $2,000 
tor having won the victory for him, a bit of gen- 
erosity which will surprise those who are. cogal- 
zant of Mr. Haggin’s economical methods, 

As a matter of record it should be stated that, 
in addition to the horses named abeve, there 
started in the race at a mile and five-eightbs, 
for a prize of the gross value of about $35,000, 
Charles Littlefield’s gelding, My Fellow, ridden 
by William Donohue; George M. Rye’s colt, 
Long Dance, ridden by Williams; B. G. Thomas’s 
filly, Jewel Ban, ridden by Anderson; A. J, Cas- 
eats colt, Eric, ridden by Hay ward, and Pierre 
Lorillard’s filly, Katia, with Reagan in the sad- 
dle. The start for the race was made in the dip 
of the Futurity course chuté,and the horses were 
sent on their journey to as good a start as Mr. 
Caldwell aver made. The rain had ceased fall- 
ing just before the race, so that the jockeys 
rode it with dry jackets. The first half mile 
was covered inacanter, with all the horses 
Y under a pull and fighting for their heads. When 
a half mile had been traveled, whi brought 
the horses to the judges’ stand, My Fellow was 
| in front by a head, with Philander, Katia, and

'SCHOOL TEACHERS’ VIEWS 


-ANNOUAL OONVENTION OF THE: 
STATH ASSOOLATION. 

4 LARGE AND INTERESTING ASSEM- 

BLAGE IN BROOKLYN—NEW-YORKE 

CITY SCHOOLS NOT REPRESENTED. 


An event-of ever-increasing. importancesto all 
the people of the Stateis the annual convention 
.of the New-York State Teachers’ Association, 
‘How much it has accemplished in the expan- 
ion of thought on the all-important subject of 
‘popular education-and, in preventing the nat- 
ural tendency of educational systems toward 
‘contraction may never be found out; but that 
it is appreciated by conscientious educators as 
@ sort.of exchange or clearing house for educa- 
‘tional legal tender the twelve hundred or so 
educators from all parts ef the State now in at- 
tendance on the forty-fourth convention in 
Brooklyn are willing to testify. 

The conventions of the association have been 
held at different places in times past, beginning 
at Syracuse July 30,1845. A meeting was ap- 
pointed for New-York in 1849, but owing to the 
cholera epidemic it defaulted that year, and 
was held in this city in August of 1850. Since 
then it has been held no nearer to New-York 
City than Yonkers in 1882. The present session 
is being held at the Academy of Music in Brook- 
lyn, but will be the last, probably, that will be 
held under the present “‘ migratory system,” as 
President Cook called it, for the Executive 
Committee have proposed an amendment to the 
constitution fixing Saratoga Springs as the reg- 
ular place of meeting hereafter, and the senti- 
ment of the members seems to be in favor of the 
change, 

There was not much promise of a crowd 
when the convention was called to order by 
President E. H. Cook, but by the time the busi-

SERIOUS RESULTS OF AN EXPLOSION IN 
A FUR-CLEANING SHOP. 


There was an explosion followed by a fire 
yesterday afternoon in the fur-cleaning estab- 
lishment ot A. Bowsky & Sons, at 220 East 
FVifty-first-street. This is a four-story brick 
building -fronting on Fifty-first-street, with a 
two-story brick extension in the rear. 
ground floor of the extension are four large 
rotary drums which are reyolved rapidly by 
steam power. Into these drums the furs are 
placed with a quantity of mahogany sawdust 
and a certain proportion of flour, 
cleansed by being thoroughly mixed up with 
the sawdust and flour, which after being used 
are allowed to fall into-the cellar, 
At 1:30 o’clock yesterday afternoon four 
Italians named Forgossa Lottozio, twenty-eight 
years old, ot 85 Sulliyan-street;

France has once more blocked the way in 
Egypt by insisting on a pledge from Great 
‘Britain to evacuate that ceuntry as the 
price of her consent to accept the British 
plan for the conversion of the Egyptian 
debt. Two years ago there was another 
French demonstratien of a similar sort. 
England proposed to Turkey an agreement 
neutralizing the Suez Canal and making 
Egypt also substantially neutral. She was 
te withdraw her treopsin three years, and 
then was to have a certain control of the 
Egyptian Army for twe years more, with 
the right to reoccupy the country to pre- 
serve order. France urged the Sultan not 
sto sign this.agreement, on the ground that 
it- legalized and continued for a time’ an 
occupation by Great Britain which was 
without right. The Sultan did not sign, 
and Great Britain quietly retained her 
troops in Egypt as before. Had the agree- 
ment been executed the greater part of the 
three years would have run out by this 
time, and England would be bound to get 
out next year. France has now broken up 
the Egyptian-conversion preject by demand- 
‘ing a British exodus, and the first result 
will be to stop important irrigation projects 
and to prevent the decrease of taxes. Egypt 
may'possibly be pleased with this peculiar 
zeal in her behalf, but she must wish that 
it could take some other form. 
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THE INDIAN COMMISSIONER. 


Does President Harrison intend to do 
anything in regard to the facts in the rec- 
ord of Col. James T. MorGan, the new 
Commissioner of Indian Affairs, that have 
lately been brought to the attention of the 
public? We respectfully submit that he 
ought to dosomething, and we are confident 
that if he does not he will make a serious 
mistake both for himself and for his party, 
to say nothing of the Indian Service. Col. 
MoRrGAN was appointed Commissioner.of In- 
dian Affairs in the place of Mr. OBERLY, who 
was practically removed. The only reason 
that can be imagined for the change ‘is that, 
Col. MorGan is a Republican and Mr. 
OBERLY was an independent Democrat. We 
say that this isthe only reason conceivable, 
for no one, not Mr. HARRISON nor even Col. 
MORGAN, can pretend that Mr. OBERLY’s 
successor was any better fitted fer the 
place than Mr. OBERLY himself, while 
obviously he lacked Mr. OBERLY’S 
experience. In these circumstances the 
President has made himself and his party 
more than usually responsible for Col. 
MoRGAN’s character. It is a matter for 
just condemnation if Mr. OBERLY, whose 
reputation for integrity is stainless and 
is thoroughly established by long trial in 
‘various departments of the public service, 
shall be found to be replaced by a man 
whose record deprives him of the confi- 
dence or respect ef honorable men. The 
facts as presented in our columns show 
very plainly, unless they can be shown to 
be misstated, that Cel. MorGAN’s record is 
of this sort. To take no notice of them 
is to avow to the public that not only 
partisanship is a good ground for a change 
in an important office like that of the. 
Indian Commissionership, but that parti- 
sanship is regarded by this Adminstration 
as a sufficient cover for the most scandal- 
ous defects in reputation and character. 

We suppose that it will be conceded that 
the Indian Commissioner ought to be a 
pure and honest man. That is true, indeed, 
of any ‘public officer, but it is most im- 
portant in this case, because dishonest or 
dishonorable conduct may inflict great in- 
jury on the Indians, who are peculiarly 
helpless, and may greatly compromise the 
Government, which has already suffered 
deeply from the inefficiency and corruption 
of its agents. Now,1t has been stated in 
our columns that the records of the War De- 
partment show that Mr. JAMES T. MORGAN, 
while Colonel of the Fourteenth United 
States Colored Infantry, was tried, in 1865, 
by a court-martial and found guilty on 
various charges, as follows: Of having 
made false charges against a fellow-ofticer ; 
of having, while custodian of recommenda- 
tiens for advancement for himself and a 
fellow-officer, retained the latter and for- 
warded only those in his ewn favor, and of 
having made false musters for companies in 
his regiment to his pecuniary advantage. 
y On these charges, with specifications, Col. 
MorGaX was found guilty by the unani- 
mous verdict of the court and sentenced to 
dismissal. When this sentence reached the 
department headquarters it was set aside 
_in the manner thusdescribed in the records: 


“In the foregoing cases of Col. THOMAS J. 
MORGAN, Fourteenth United States Colored In- 
fantry, the court, having found the accused 
gulity of the first charge, the violation of the 
Fifteeath Article of War, bad not the authority 
to change the sentenee prescribed in that articie 
for such offenses, and the failure to conform to 
the requirement of the above article in sentenc- 
ing the accused is an error fatal to the proceed- 
ings and judgment of the-ceurt so far as relates 
to the first charge.”

TWO GREAT : NEEDS. 
While the increase in the number.and ex- 
tent of the:commercial failures.for the 
first half of the present year in this country 
over those of the corresponding period of 
uny other recent year is not to be attributed 
directly to pelitical causes, it does show 
the falsity of the pretense that -busi- 
ness was menaced a year ago by a 
prospect of changes in the tariff and 
would be relieved ifthat ‘‘ danger’ was 
averted. Moreover it is perfectly fair to 
assume that the stress and strain upon 
business which shows itself .in the increas- 
ing record of| bankruptcies is due in no 
small measure to the abnormal conditions 
imposed by the present tariff system. It 
produces two effects to which business dis- 
aster can be distinctly traced. It enhances 
the cost of production in many industries 
and it restricts the market for their 
products. To increase the cost,of any 
product is -to limit the extent.of its sale 
even in the home market, and if a policy is 
pursued which prevents it from finding an 
outlet to foreign markets ‘there is a con- 
stant tendency to overproduction and con- 
sequent depression. 
It has been repeatedly shown that in | 
many of our manufacturing industries the 
most. important element in the cost of 
production is the price of raw-materials. 
The increase of thatiprice by the tariff oc- 
casions almost the sole disadvantage under 
which eur manufacturers labor in competi-. 
tion with those of ether countries. But it 
not only occasions a disadvantage wher- 
ever the way would-otherwise be open for 
such competition in the markets of the 
worid, but 1t also operates te restrict sales { 
in our own markets. High prices limit:con-, 
sumption, and if atax uponraw materials { 
adds te the cost.of production, as it necessa- § 
rily must, it lessens the amount ofthe prod- } 
ucts that can be disposed of even at home. 
The most serious trouble with our product- 
ive industries is the constant tendency to 
oversteck the market, to produce more 
than there is a steady demand for. The 
inevitable result is depression and the 
bankruptcies ef those concerns that are: 
least able to bear the strain. 
Very many of our manufacturing indus- 
tries have been developed to the point 
where they suffer severely from the condi- 
tions which restrict the market for their 
products, and their greatest need is free 
raw materials. This is becoming more { 
and more generally recognized and ad- 
mitted, and in New-England especially, 
where manufacturing interests are mest 
fully developed, there are symptoms of a 
growing demand for the removal of all 
taxes from the materials used. We are‘ 
much mistaken if a year from now, when.) 
the canvass for new Congressional elections 
approaches, this demand does not make 
itself felt im a way that can no- 
lenger be resisted. Another great need 
ef our manufacturing industries is an out- 
let for their surplus products in those. 
countries which cannot or do not supply’ 
themselves with such products. There is» 
no reason why they should not find a Jarge 
and lucrative market, for instance, in 
the countries of South America, Central 
America, and Mexico, which are now sup- 


plied chiefly from Europe. Those coun- { 


tries have to sell mainly raw wmate-. 


- rials, which we need, or natural products } 


which are not grown on our own soil. If 

we would take those materials and prod-' 
ucts free of duty and reduce the cost of our 

manufactures by ceasing to tax their ma- 

terial, there would be no need of taiking. 

It would 

spring up and grow to profitable dimen-: 
sions without other stimulus than private. 
enterprise. 

Seme of the tariff reform organizations 

of the country, notably the Massachusetts 

League, are already making active prepara- 

tions for the canvass of next year, when, 
this subject will have greater prominence:

It is welcome to 
ali the comfort and profit and respect for 
its own ‘wisdom that can be derived from | 
such folly. It.is.in trouble and we have no 
heart:to rejoice over its misery, 

But we:-venture to point out that it might 
have retained its self-respect if in dealing 
with this subject.if it-had been as frank as 
the Inter Mountain of Butte, Montana, for 
example, another’ paper devoted.to the 
service of the Republican Party and of : 
certain : protected producers in it. The 
Inter:Mountain:.does not pretend that the 
tariff does not enable combinations to ox-: 
act high prices after competition has been 
suppressed. It defends high duties because 
they have -this-effect. It berates Democrats 
because they. are opposed to such a use of 
tariff duties. Not long ago, speaking of 
the new combination of copper mining 
companies ,by' which consumers are forced 
to pay 12 cents a pound for Lake copper,

EXPERIENCE OF WALTER LINNELL 
WITH AN ELECTRIC LIGHT WIRE. 


Walter F, Linnell, a young dry goods clerk, 
living at 131 West Thirteenth-street, had an ex- 
citing experience last evening with an electric 
light wire, and as a result he is now at St. Vin- 
cent’s hospital with both bis hands badly burned. 
An electrio light lamp of the United States Elec- 
tric Illuminating Company lights the front 
of a saloon at 131 East Eighth-street, The 
wires eonnected with this lamp have become 
disarranged a number of times, and several 
fires have been the result. Linnell and his 
father had been taking supper in Gibbs’s dairy,. 
at 127 East Eighth-street, and at 8 o’clock 
they left the piace on their way home. When 
they were in front of William Ham- 
merschlag’s cigar store, at 129, the 
electric wire connected with the saloon lamp 
parted and one end fell to the street. As the 


end of the live wire fell it struck young Linnell 
on the hat. Instinctively he threw up his hands 
and with his right hand he caught hold of the 
wire. He was immediately thrown to the side- 
walk, and being unable te let go of the wire. 
writhed convulsively on the wet pavement. 


His father caught hold of the wire to 
drag it away from his son’s grasp and 
received a’ shock which sent him 


reeling into the roadway. Gibbs, the dairyman, 

essayed a similar feat with a similar experi- 

ence. Young Linnellin his conxulsions seized 

the wire with his left hand also, and in a mo- 

ment was stretched apparently lifeless on the 

pavement. His hands were enveloped in 

blue flames, and the sickening odor of 

purning flesh Was apparent to the by- 

standers. For two minutes young Linnell 

lay on the sidewalk with his hands burning be- 

fore anything sensible was done to aid him, 

Then Oriando de Ferraro, an Italian whe keeps 

a fruit stand in front of Hegeman’s drug store, 

came up with a sharp hatchet and endeavored. 
to sever thd wire. The firat blow was ineffectual 

but at the second blow the wire. was. seyv- 
-ered. Almost immedtately Linnell ap- 

peared to recover consciousness. He sat. 
up on the sidewalk and spoke a few 

words. He was lifte¢ up from the wet. 
pavement and carried into the drug store. 

There it was ascertained that both the young 
man’s hands were horribly burned. In some) 
spots the flesh had been completely consumed 

and the bones and tendons exposed. The pain 

was excruciating, but it was borne manfully. 

His hands were covered with linseed oi] and 
lime water, and everything was done to make 

him as comfortable as circumstances would 

’ permit. a 

An ambulance had been sent for, and while 
waiting for its arrival Linnell said that he had 
‘been entirely conscious throughout the erdeal 
‘and had fully realized the plight he was in. 
He was conscious of @ dull pain and did not 
feel the excruciating pains of the burns until 
he was released from the influence of the 
electric current by the severing of the wire. 
He was taken to 8t. Vincent’s Hospital after 
hia burned hands had been dressed by Amba- 
lance Surgeon Haubold. 

The police sent word of the accident to the 
nearest station of the United States Electric. 
Tlluminating Company and a lineman was sent 
to make the wire safe. He said that the wire, 
belonged to a cireuit on which there were fifty- ‘ 
tive lamps, ana if Linnell had received the fell: 
Strength of the current he would have been in- 
stantly Killed. As it was, a portion of the cur- 
rent was carried of by the wire trafling on the 
wet pavement.

GRANT IMITATES HEWIT 


HE WRITES AN UGLY LETTER 
TO GOV. HILL, 
BUT IS PERSUADED RY HIS TAMMANY 
ASSOCIATES TO SUPPRESS IT—TAM- 
MANY SECRETLY ' DISSATISFIED, 


ALBANY, July 2.—It has been learned here 
that the relations between Gov. Hill and Tam- 
many Hall have been seriously strained, and 
that the only thing that ‘1s in the way of an 
open rupture is the fact that the Governor's 
term lasts two years longer, and that if Tam- 
many broke with him now the question of 
legislation might force the organization to be- 
come & suppliant in the énd. It is not gen- 
erally known that a few weeks ago Mayol 
Grant prepared a letter to the Governor after 
the fashion of Mayor Hewitt charging him 


with duplicity and hypocrisy in public mat- 
ters, particularly in regard to those touching 
New-York City. The Mayor laid particular 
stress upon the Governor’s attitude toward the 
Tammany Rapid Transit bill, accusing Mr. Hit) 
of attempting to make party and political 
Caplial out of a measure intended to benefit 
New-York City commercially and not politically. 

Your correspondent is informed upon the 
very best authority that the Mayor was only 
restrained from giving this fulmination to the 
public by several of the leaders in the Tam- 
many organization. It was pointed out to him 
that, while his sentiments were sound and true, 
it was inexpedient and unwise for him to so ad- 
dress the Governor. His advisers acquiesced in 
all that he had written, but they finally con- 
vinced him of the reckleseness-of sucha step at 
the present time. “‘Whatif we desire the Goy- 
ernor’s assistance next Winter?” said one. -* No 
oue can tell how soon we may require his sig- 
nature to a bill or his veto,” 

The Mayor 1s reported to-have declared that 
the Governor nas reaily never benefited Tam- 
many Hall when be had the opportunity, and in 
proof thereof pointed to the aqueduct legisia- 
tion of 1886 and several Measures brought be- 
fore him at the last session of the Legisiature. 

One of the most prominent politicians in the

_Self in these words: ‘The fact of the matter is 
thatevery man of prominence in the Democratisa 
Party whois called upon to have any relations 
whatever with the Governor is forced to 
)acknowledge that.Mr. Hill is possessed of but 
one thought—his own personal advancement, 
no matter at whose expense or at what cost. 
There was some decency in New-York polities 
| until this man became prominent, but there ig 

none to-day. Why, even Tammany Hall cannot 
stand him. Is it not significant that Gov. Hill 
is not down as one of the eminent speakers at 
Tammany Hall’s Fuurth of July jolilification!

A REMINDER FROM SECRETARY | NOBLE }! 
TO HIM AND TO GREEDY ATTOR- 
NEYS—MORE APPOINTMENTS MADE, 

WASHINGTON, July 2.—The President made

Daniel Hogan, the new Collector of Internal 
Revenue for the Thirteenth District of Illinois, 
Is a well-known merchant of Mouna City, and 
is now serving his second term in the State 
Senate, He was a teiegraph operator in the 
army during the war.

Pension Commissioner Tanner's lot is not as 
happy as it might be. His immediate superior, 
Secretary of the Interior Noble, has takeu pains 


to inform the public that Tanner suits him, but 
he has once or twice * sat down” upon the Com- 
missioner rather more vie.tently than the Cor- 
poral would naturally expect from one he 
suited so well. The latest reminder that he ts 
not entirely beyond all wholesome restraint re- 
ceived by Tanner is in the shape of very pointed 
instructions from Secretary Noble to turn his 
attention to Order No. 108, issued in 1885, con- 
cerning the practice of expediting cases in the 
Pension Office, This order was as follows: 

“Owing to the pressure brought to bear from all 
quarters to take cases out of their regular order 
and as at this late date poverty and hardship from 
further delay can be alleged of almost every appli- 
cant alike, therefore; cases will be taken out of 
their order ovly when such cause therefor is 
shown to the Commissioner in writing as would 
ratisfy the other worthy claimants whose claims 
precede it, should they know the facts, that such 
action is proper. Hereafter no case will be ad- 
vanced that is not clearly within this rule.” 

In addition to calling attention to this. order 
Secretary Noble directs that it be extended so 
as to embrace cases ** only where the applieant 
is in very great destitution or at the point of 
death.” 

The scandalous manner in which Tanner has 
expedited hundreds of cases. for the benefit of 
& notorious pension attorney of this city has al- 
ready been told in these dispatches, and is ap- 
parently the cause of Mr. Noble’s new order. 
That the Secretary had this in mind when he 
wrote to Tanner is-evident frem the fact that 
he added: “This regulation.will not only be 
strictly enforced, bat attorneys, agents, or 
others persisting in applications contrary to 
its language or spirit will be debarred from 
practice before the department.”’ A certain 
eminent citizen of Indiana, who is not in the 
hadit of visiting at the White:House, will read 
this order with almost as much interest as 
Tanner himself. 


Some of the Republican statesmen now in 
Washington appear to be considerably worried 
over the political situation in the Territories 
which are aboutto become States. The majority 
in the Fifty-tirst Congress is too narrow for com- 
fort, and they feel that no stone must be teft 
unturned to secure Republican success in ail 
of the four new States. They are especially 
anxious to carry Montana, and among those 
who talked about it with President Harrison 
to-day were Senators Cullom, Dolph, Allison, 
and Chandler. They told the President that 
the Democrats were doing good work in Mon- 
tana, and it was agreed that every effort sheuld 
be made to secure Republican success there.

MANY PEOPLE KILLED, 





PLUNGES INTO A WASH-OUT. 
IN VIRGINIA. 


Lyrncupvre, Va, July 2.—A fearful accident 
by which many lives were lost and a large 
number of people injured ‘occurred on the Nor- 
folk and Western Railroad at 2:30 o’clock this 
morning, one mile above Flaxton’s switch 
and thirty-one miles above the oity. Rain 
had been falling almost continuously, 
and at times very heavily, for twenty-four 
hours, swelling the mountain streams greatly 
beyond their normal state. Several trains had 
passed over the road quring the night, and it 
was thought that the line was safé for traffic, 
notwithstanding the rain and that no danger 
need be apprehended. { 
At the. place of the accident, however, the

‘water had undermined the roadbed and caused 


@® wash-out about 80 feet long and 50 feet 
wide. The water at this point was 8 to 10 
feet deep, Into this watery gulch the 
engine made a trightful leap while running 
at the rate of thirty miles an hour, carrying 
with it the tender and eight cars. As the en- 
gine struck bottom, the rushing of the water 
into the locomotive exploded the boiler. Débris 
were thrown in every direction by the force of 
the explosion, injuring some of those on the 
train by fiying fragments, and scattering 


firebrands which ignited the woodwork 
of the coaches. The flames spread and 
destroyed a large amount of mail and 


express matter besides spreading panic among 

the already terror-stricken passengers. It is 

' supposed that some of the passengers were un- 

able to extricate themselves from the wreck, 

. and were consumed in the flames, but it is diffi- 

cult to get accurate information, as the em- 

Ployes of the Norfoik and Western Railroad 

refuse to give any facts to the public. 

It is impossible to state the number of persons 
killed, but the most reliable estimate places it 
fat between twenty-five and thirty. @ num- 
ber of wounded will be far in excess of the 
“number of killed. Thirty of the wounded have 
been taken to Roanoke, thirteen to Bufords- 
Ville, and fifty to Liberty. 

The adopted daughtcr.of Mrs. Judge Thompson 
ef Augusta County was killed, and TA, 
een herself is known to be very badly 

urt. 

Patrick Donovan, the engineer, and his fireman, 
@® man named Bruee, were scalded and 
burned to death by escaping steam.

J. J. Rose, postal clerk, of Abingdon, Va 
John Kirkpatrick of Lynchbarg. 

W. ©. Stead and the husband and two children 
of a lady passenger on the train, whose 
names cannot be learned. Mr. Stead wasan 
Englishman and was agent of an Idaho 
hunting and fishing expedition. He was on 
his way to England for supplies when he 
met his death. 

Major J. ©. Cassell, Superintendent of the 
Lynchburg Division of the Norfolk and 
Western, was on the train, and was serious- 
ly injured, as were also Baggage Master 
Ford and Capt. Rowland Johnston, who was 
mm charge of the train. It was thought that 
Capt. Johnston was fatally wounded, but a 
later report says that the cendition of him 
and Baggage Master Ford is somewhat 1m- 
proved. 

L. B. Summers, & postal clerk of Abingdon, Va., 
was badly bruised, but fortunately escaped 
tne fate of his mate, Rose, 

There is no telegraphic communication nearer 
the wreck than Liperty, and it is hard to get 
information from there. A relief train was 
made up at Lynchburg late in the afternoon to 
go to the scene of the wreck, and a number of 
physicians went down on it to do what they 
could to aid the wounded. The Norfolk and 
Western people absolutely refused to allow'any 
newspaper men aboard the train, and several 
who got on despite orders to the contrary were 
put off. The railroad men also retused to give 
ovt any information in regard to the wreck. 

A special dispatch which was received about 
11 o'clock from the scene of the wreck by way 
of Liberty siys: “ Six dead bodies have been re- 
covered. The bodies of P. Donovan, engineer, 
and Postal Clerk Rose were recognized. The 
others are not known. Superintendent Cassell, 
although badly hurt, iaon the ground and doigg 
everything possible for the wounded. The rail- 
road eompany has taken a large corps of physi- 
cians to the scene of the wreck from Roanoke, 
‘Liberty, and other points. It is thought a large 
number of bodies were burned in the conflagra- 
tion.”

| FRENCH CANADIANS EXPEL A 
DELEGATE. 

‘THEIR CONVENTION IS CATHOLIC, THEY 
DECLARE—DISCUSSING SCHOOLS, CIT- 
IZENSHIP, AND LANGUAGE. 


An examination of the “proclamation” set- 
ting forth the nature and objects of the “ Na- 
tional Convention of French Canadians” now 
meeting at Maennerchor Hall, Fifty-sixth-street 
near Third-avenue, shows that it is a somewhat 
more exclusive and !9ss national body than its 
name indicates. In urging a better attendance 
at the convention this year the proclamation, 
says: 

“Itis the duty of each parish, each centre, each 
group, and each association to be represented at the 
coming convention by devout men, Canadian pa- 
triots, Catholics firmly attached and submissive to 
the Church. Parish cengregations, reiigious, na- 
tional, and benevolent socicties, clubs and social or- 
ganizations belonging to the French Canadian 
nationality and to the Roman Catholic Church, and 
not ‘having any tion with secret societies, 
have a right to: be represented at the convention by 
three delegates. Members of the clergy do not need 
to be elected delegates; their sacerdotal character 
and apostolic mission are sufficient titles, enabling 
them to take part in all assemblies where discus- 
sion is had of questions which interest nationalities 
and peoples.” : 

Under the circumstances it was not strange 
that the discussion by the convention yesterday 
morning of the parochial school question was 
quite one-sided, As laid down in the proclama- 
tion, the question was that of “‘ tne means of 


maintaining and making more efficacious our 
parochial schools, the kind of instruction which 
should be supplied there, and the possibility of 
obtaining classes in French in the public 
schools.” : 

M, Le od was the first to discuss the subject, 
and, like all who followed him, be took it for 
granted that parochial schools were what 
French Canadians wanted. The Rev. A. A. 
Notabart of Rochester said that such schools 
could not be established withoutentailing sacri- 
tices on the part of, those desiring{them. He 
suggested that a subscription of 5cents a month 
on the part of each parishioner would realize a 
sum sufficient to avcompilish the purpose. He 
did not want to see the French language taught 
in schools as a means of preserving Frenoh 
Canadian patriotism. The idea that French 
would ever be the official language of the United 
States was utopian. The proper place in which 
to teach the traditions of their national- 
ity was the home, apd the parents of chil- 
dren were the properones to do the work. 
He did not object to having French studied in 
the'schools as a@ language, but if French Cana- 
dians wanted to get on in this country they 
should try to master its language and to other- 
wise cultivate American ideas. Of French 
Canadians who had succeeded in this country 
he would like to hear of one who could credit 
his success to his familiarity with the French 
tongue, If French was taught in the schools 
he = it would be French as it is printed in 

ooks. 

The Rev. F. Tetreault of this city evidently 
considered the last remark a dab at the French 
Canadian patois, and warmly contended that 
the charge that bis fellow-countrymen did not 
speak pure French was unfounded. ‘“ We 
Freneh Canadians,” he said, “talk French much 
better than, as a rule, it is talked in France. It 
is the French themselves, who are most prej- 
udiced against us in this matter, although trom 
them we should look,for nothing but friendship.”’ 

The question whether the convention shouid 
favor naturalization or the return of French 
Canadians to their native land was discussed, 
Prof. George Bachelor not only favored the 
naturalization of French Canadian immigrants 
but wanted to make citizens of all Canadians 
by annexing their Dominion to this country. 
M. Benjamin Lantier said that in Clinton 
County, this State, there were 25,000 French 
Canadians, very.fow of Whom were not Ameri- 
can citizens, and many of them had fine posi- 
tions, and had no wish to desert the country of 
their adoption. During the last Administration 
866 French Canadians held positions under the 
Federal Government. 

M. Le Mieux of Quebec, representing Premier 
Mercier of that Province addressed’ the con- 
vention at s50me length. He said that while M. 
Mercier would like to see all French Canadians 
new in the United States return to Canada and 
take up farms there, he felt that they were not 
only a credit, but a source of strength to their 
fellow-countrymen athome. He iveisted that 
the British Government, under which French 
Canadians enjoyed local autonomy, was the 
best in the world. 

An unpleasant incident marked the opening 
of the convention's evening session. The Chap- 
lain of the convention, the Rev. A. A. Notebaert, 
had just finished the prayer with which he 
opened the proceedings when the Chairman’s 
attention was called to the fact, that one of the 
delegates had remained seated during the 
prayer, while all the other delegates had either 
Knelt or stood up, Chairman Bossue said that he 
had remarked on each of the occasions 
when prayer was being offered that one of 
the delegates, who had come regularly accredit- 
ea to the convention and theretore should be a 
Catholic, haa acted with marked disrespect 
during the brief ;religious observances at the 
opening and close of the meeting. If the man 
were a Protestant, he was still a Frenchman 
and, as such, ought to have had the politeness 
to do as others did on such an occasion. 

When the Chairman said, in auswer to a de- 
-Inand for the name of the person, that it was a 
delegate named Joseph Duval, a little, thin, 
wiry old man rose from bis seat directiy in 
front of the chair and asked what the matter 
was. It did not take long to tell him, and when 
he was asked what’ excuse he had to offer for 
his conduct he as promptly replied that he was 
not making any exUuses just then. Asked what 
he was doing in the convention, he said that he 
was a delegate, but that ne Gidjnot know he was 
required to bring a ‘* ticket of confession” in his 
pocket, 

This answer aroused anger in all directions, 
and suggestions were loudiy made that the old 
man be ejected from the hall, Father Chagnon 
vf Champlaip counseled calmer action, and re- 
viewing the situation and, calling attention to 
the fact that only Catholics were eligible as del- 
egates, Moved that Mr. Duval@®e expelled from 
the convention. The mietion was carried, 
and Mr. Duval took the tricolor conven- 
tion badge from his coat, tossed it upon a 
chair and jeft the floor of the hall, saying, “It [ 
had been hypocrite enough to do like the rest of 
you, you would be glad to let me stay,” and he 
watohed the proceedings thereafter trom a seat 
in the gallery. He said while there that he was a 
delegate from the French Canadian Democratic 
Club of 1,392 Second-avenue. He claimed to 
have been harshly treated, though he acknow!l- 
} edged that he was not a Catholic. He is a well- 
to-do carpenter and builder, doing business at 
146 East Eighty-fourth-street, 

After quiet had been restored the convention 
again took up the naturalization question and 
passed a resolution that “the French Cana- 
dians cheerfully pledge themselves to become 
American citizens, and take the opportunity of 
their State Convention to proclaim publicly 
their devotion to their adopted country.” After 
a long debate it was decided not to aiscuss the 
subject of annexation. 
| The members of the convention attend serv- 
ice in the French Canadian Catholic Church, in 
East Seventy-sixth-street, this morning, and 
then go to a plonie in Sulzer’s Park.

PRESIDENT HARRISON STOPS OVER 
NIGHT IN NEW-YORK. 


President Harrison, Secretary Tracy, and Sec- 
retary and Mre. Noble and Lieut. Mason, Secre-’ 
tary Tracy’s private secretary, left Washington 
yesterday afternoon in apariorcar under the 
ouarge of Clarence W., the son of Henry GC 
Bowen, and arrived at the station of the Penn- 
sylvania Railroad in Jersey City at 9:30 last 
evening. There they were met by Gen. James 
M. Varnum and W. E. D. Stokes of the Centen- 
nial Committee, and the President and S&ecre- 
tary and Mrs. Noble were driven to the Fifth- 
Avenue Hotel, where the President occupies the 
Prince of Wales-suite, at the southeast corner of 


the second floor. Secretary Tracy’s private car- 
Triage was waiting for him, and he went to his 
residence in Brooklyn. 

At the Fifth-Avenue Adjt. Gen. Barbour of 
Connecticut called upon the President and said 
that he had come in behalf of the Government 
of his State to escort him to the capital. 

The President, Secretary Tracy, and Secretary 
and Mrs. Nobie and Lieut.. Mason will.start for 
Connecticut at: 10 o'clock this morning} in a pri- 
vate car, At Stamford Gov. Bulkeley and his 
staff will board the train and welcome the’ 
President and his companions to Connecticut. 
At New-Haven the train will stop for ten min- 
utes, and good RKegublicana will be permitted 
to shake the President’s hand on the platform 
of biscar. Senator Platt will get on the train 
at Meriden. 

When the train gets to Hartford the Presiden- 
tial party will find the First Regiment and the 
Governor’s Foot Guard drawn up to. receive 
him, andSenator Hawley. will also be there. 
All the Gistinguished people will be escorted to 
the Capitol, where the President will hold a re- 
ception and willlunch. The stay at Hartford 
will be two hours long.

GOV. BULKELEY’S DIGNITY. 





HE DECLINES TO SACRIFICE IT BY 
PRESIDING AT WOODSTOCK. 


HARTFORD, July 2.—Gov. Bulkeley has posi- 
tively refused to act as President of the day at 
Henry C. Bowen’s Woodstock celebration on 
the Fourth. This action was decided on yester- 
day by the Governor, being occasioned by a 
letter which he received from Bowen, stating 
that he had arranged with Gen. Hawiey to in- 
troduce President Harrison to the assemblage 
at Woodstock, thereby relieving the President 
of the day from that duty. Gov. Bulkeley im- 
mediately sent.a dispatch to Mr. Bowen.that he 
should decline the honor of presiding at the 
celebration. He also informed Mr. Bowen that 


he had forwarded the reasons for his decli- 
nation by mail. 

During the Presidential inauguration at Wash- 
ington ingMaren Gov. Bulkeley, in company 
with Mr. Bowen, visited President Harrison 
and extendea the most cerdial invitation to him 
to attend the Woodstock demonstration on the 
Fourth of July. It was arranged, even at that 
Aime, that Mr. Bulkeley was to be the President 
of the day. Not until yesterday was it inti- 
mated to him by Mr. Bowen that his duties were 
to be curtailed. In his letter to Mr. Bowen the 
Governor says he was not aware that the duties 
assigned him for the day were of so burdensome 
@ character that relief would be necessary, es- 
pecially in discharging the most agreeable por- 
tion of them. On that account he felt it incum- 
bent upon him to decline ali connection with 
the affair. He will not be present or represent- 
ed ofticially in any way at the demonstration. 

The handsome reception to be given the Pres- 
ident here has been arranged mainly by the 
Governor, and the courtesies to be extended 
will be in keeping with the occasion. Gov. 
Bulkeley, with his full staff, will meet the Pres- 
ident at Stamford and accompany him to this 
city. On arriving here Mrs. Harrison and the 
ladies accompanying her will lunch with Mrs. 
Bulkeley, the brilliant young wife of the Gov- 
ernor. The President will be the recipient of 
coutesies from Gov. Bulkeley in the State Cap- 
itol, but the Goverror will not proceed with the 
distinguished party beyond this city.

THE PROGRAMME ARRANGED UNTIL THE 
ARRIVAL AT NEWPORT—THE FOURTH 
TO BE SPENT AT LARCHMONT. 
; 


On Board THE FLAG SuHiP SEA Fox, 
Or¥ Oystrsk Bay, L. L., July 2, 1889. 

The fleet of the Seawanhaka Corinthian 
Yacht Club has been lying quietly at anchor all 
day in the picturesque narbor at Oyster Bay. 
It was in this hitherto sleepy locality that the 
club took its birth, in 1871, and it is here that 
the first Commodore, Mr. W. J. Swan, still lives 
the life of the genial, whole-souled man that he 
is. Mr. Swan is still an enthusiastic yachts- 
man, and he recalis with delight the first 
races of the organization which were 
heid in this bay. The name was taken from the 
race of Indians which once held sway in the 
hills around this harbor. The object has always 
been to encourage awateur sailing, and in the 
beginaing of its history the name Corinthian 
was made a part of its title, being suggested to 
the mina of Commodore Swan by the rapid 
growth of a Corinthian Yacht club in England. 
But the young Seawauhakas were not appre- 
ciated by the steady people who make up the 
better part of Oyster Bay, and about 1877 they 
commenced sailing their annual races on New- 
York Bay. For years the club did not come back 
toits birthplace. Its attention was turned to the 
yachting world at large, and its natural energy 
was devoted to working out its present success. 
Enterprise, pusb, and sincerity in the interest 
of yachting as a true and honest sport have put 


the club to the front, and to-day it stands an 
example of progression, always ready to adopt 
any measure which tends to foster in @ right 
way the sport it so admirably represents. 

Tne Seawanhaka was the first organization 


} to see the value of a length and sail area rule of 


measurement for time allowance, and being 
convinoed of its superiority over rules then ex- 
isting, it adopted it, and has since been study- 
ing 80 to distribute the tax on elements of ad- 
Vantage in: speed as to do justice to all yachts 
sailing under its racing rules. The members 
are now considering several important changes 
in measurement and classification. Their: eyes 
are oe on even a broader field for future 
work, 

Considering the natural inclinations of men it 
is not strange thatin their success as a yacht- 
ing organization the Seawanhakas should have 
thought of Oyster Bay fora rendesvous a year 
ago. They came back here as a man of torty 
will return to his quiet country home after a 
successful business career in @ great city. And 
the yachtsmen were appreciated bere for the 
first time. They were given a most hearty wel- 
come, and wereso Dieased that they deter- 
mined to come again this year and spend a few 
days before starting on their Eastern cruise. 
The result 1s, the good people of Oyster Bay 
have something to talk about besides the aa- 
vent of a steam railroad to disturb the natural 
quiet which has reigned since Revolutionary 
umes. 

Oyster Bay is in itself a quear town and con-

A NEW STATION FOR PROVIDENCE. 
PROVIDENCE, July 2.—For six months the: 
various railroads entering Providence have 
been preparing plans fora new union station, 
They have finally agreed upon one which has 
been submitted to the City Council. It was pre- 
sented by General Manager J. W. Miller of the 
New-York, Providence and Boston Railroad. 
In his memorandum Mr. Miller gives a com- 
parison of trains departing each twenty-four | 
hours (Winter time table) from some of the 
largest American centres.

THE NITRATE KING IS HERE 


A OCHILIAN MONTE ORISTO ON 
HIS TRAVELS. : 

COL, JOHN THOMAS NORTH’S MAGNIFI- 

CENT CONCESSION FROM CHILI—MILL- 

IONS IN HAND AND MILLIONS TO COME. 


Col. John Thomas North, with a large party 
of ladies and gentiemen, is at the Victoria. 

This announcement may not make a great im- 
pression on the average New-Yorker; but a 
year ago Col. North wae one of the lions of the 
London social season, the entertainer and com- 
panion of the Prince of Wales, and, under the 
name of the Nitrate King, the hero of countless 
tales of wealth and magnificence. His story is 
wonderful enough without any exaggeration, 
but the Lapdoners made of him a veritable 
Aladdin and described his wealth as boundless. 
A Yorkshire mechanic, he went to Chill when 
he was twenty-three years old, twenty-two 
years ago, and riveted boilers in the town of 
Huasco. Yorkshire cunning is proverbial in 
England—they are the Yankees ef the land— 
and Col. North must possess a remarkable 
Share of Yorkshire traits. His chance came 
at the close of the war between Chili 
and Peru. Among the spoils which Chill 
grasped from herenemy was the Province of 
Tarapaca. From the southern province of 
Peru this became the northern province of 
Chili. Thatits mountains were rica in nitrates 
of soda had been long known; but nobody paid 
much attention to them or made any money out 
of them. The Yorkshireman alone saw the pos- 


sibliities of wealth, and after many strugges be 
got a “concession” from Chill:of certain of the 
deposits on the top of the Andes Mountains by 
the agreement to pay a small sum. To-day, 
eight yeare after getting the concession, he is 
really worth $10,000,000,,and if fortune should 
continue to favor him be is, likely to be worth a 
hundred millions before another eight years 
shall have elapsed. 

Yesterday afternoon..Col. North was_ in the 
Victoria talking with Dr. Willlam H. Russell, 
the famous ‘ Bull Run Rusaell” of the London 
dimes, Mr. E. Spencer, member of Pariament 
tor West Bromwich, and Capt. Bruce Carrick.; 
The Colonel and Mrs. North occupy the Cleve-' 
land rooms, and the remainder of the party 
oceupy most ofthe second-story rooms on the 
Broadway and Twenty-seventh-street sides of 
the Victoria. Col. North gets his military title 
from his enjoyment of the. Honorary Colonel-- 
ship of the Tower Hamiet Regiment of Vol- 
unteer Engineers. He does not look his age 
of forty-five, and is Yankee in physique as 
well asin mind. His side whiskers are red, and 
so is his scanty hair. Heis of middle size and 
weigha about 150 pounds. Unlike most Eng- 
lishmen he wears diamond jewelry, and his 
scartpin is strikingly brilliant. His watch 
case is gaudy with enamel, His clothes, how- 
ever, are of the quiet kind which English gentle- 
men affect, and bis flash jewelry is his only in- 
dicatioa of the nouveau riche. He talks 
With astrong English accent, from which the, 
Yorkshire burr has not yet been eliminated by 
a score of years of Spanish. 

Dr. Russell looks like Bismarck and also like 
de Lesseps. Yesterday he wore a traveling cap. 
something like that worn by the officers of our 
Fire Department, and a dark-blue double-breast- 
ed sack suit, and was a good deal worried be- 
cause Mrs. Russell had caught malaria in cross- 
ing the Isthmus of Panama, and was indis- 
posed. Mr. Spencer is a young gentleman, fair, 
Small and smiling. He and Mrs. Spencer leave 
ar bome-on Thursday; the rest stay here ten 

ays. 

ol. North, his daughter, Miss Emily North, 
her friend, Miss Wentworth-Smith, Mr. and 
Mrs. Spencer, Dr. and Mrs. Rusegcll, Melton 
Prior, the artist of the London Jilusirated ews, 
apd Mr. Beanclerk, arrived from Aspinwall in 
the steamer Newport yesterday morning. They 
found waiting tor them, having got here from 
Liverpoo! on the Umbria Monday, Col. aed Mrs. 
North, their sons Henry and George North, Mr. 
and Mrs. Taylor, Mr. and Mrs. Wentworth- 
Smith, John Smithers, and John Smithers, Jr., 
Miss Hunt, Capt. Bruce-Carrick. Col. North’s 
private secretary and Mr. Jewell, who used to 
be Col. North’s partner and is now British Vice 
Consul at Iquique, Chili. 

Col. North was quite willing to talk, but he 
said that Dr. Russell, the historiographer of the 
expedition, could tell the story much better, 
aud he would prefer to listen to him. So Dr. 
Bussell began. ‘‘ Col. North and his party, ex- 
eopt Mrs. Russell and myself, left Liverpool 
Feb. 6, 1889, on the steamship Galicia. At 
Lisbon Mrs. Russell and myself went aboard. 
We proceeded to Rio de Janeiro, where we 
tound the yellow fever, and spent a day or two 
on the heights. Then we went to Montevideo. 
where we were quarantined on account 
of the yellow fever at Rio, and after 
going through the Straits of Magellan 
arrived at Coronel, on the coast of 
Chili, 25 miles south of Concepcion. This was 
our first objective point, for Col. North owns 
thirty square miles of coal and iron lands along 
the Bio Bio River, and he is interested in the 
construction of a great railway which will in- 
sure the development of great coal and iron in- 
austries on his property. He is not the only one 
interested, for associated with him in the enter- 
prise is Mme. Cousino, the richest person in 
Chili, almost as rich as the Vanderbilts. She 
passes most of her time in Paris, but her sous 
are in Chili and anxious for improvements. 

** Col. North’s chief concern in Chili was not 
his coal and iron mines, valuable as they are. 
There are many deposits of nitratesin the proy- 
ince of Tarapaca untouched, and Col. North de- 
sires to control them, as weil as those already 
‘conceded’ to him. So we went to Valparaiso 
and thence to Santiago. the capital of Chili. 
There we met President Balmaceda, and suc- 
ceeded in getting the Chillan Government into 
such.a disposition that Col. North feels certain 
oi getting all the concessions he desires, Pres- 
ident Balmaceda is a young man who was edu- 
cated for a priest. He now is opposed to the 
priests and extremely anxious to develop the 
material interests of Chili. In fact, his extreme 
patriotism made Col. North’s task a little 
harder than it might have beeu. Not long be- 
fore our arrival the President had made a 
Apeech in which he had strongly advocated 
*“Chilt for the Chilians,’ and against granting 
“by More concessions to foreigners. But Col. 
North convinced him and the members of Con- 
gress that the nitrate tields would lie undevel- 
oped for many years unless he should take hold 
of them, and they suppressed their patriotic 
feelings in consideration of the revenue which 
he is to pay the Government for the new con- 
cession. 

“We had splendid times both at Valparaiso 
and Santiage. I findiu my diary these entries 
Gay after day during last April: ‘Ball,’ ‘din- 
ner,’ ‘picnic,’ ‘race.’ Col. North gave the 
most lavish entertainments which were ever 
seen in Chili, and the Chilians, who are passion- 
ately fond of gaiety, appreciated his hospitality. 
When we left Valparaiso May 1 our party was 
certainly as pepular as any strangers who had 
ever Visited there. 

“From Valparaiso we went in a steamer 
northerly up the coast to Huasco. Huasco is 
a small place, but it was interesting to Col. 
North because in it is the shop at which he 
worked for years driving rivets into boiler tron. 
Inafew days we got to Iquigque. ‘This is e 
town. of some 20,000 or more inhabitants, 
which eight years ago, before Col. North began 
to develop the nitrate fields, was not visible—a 
few half-starved Indians occupied the spot... It 
and its sister town of 10,000 inhabitants. forty- 
five miles north—Pisagua—are the offspring of 
Col. North’s enterprise. They are built on 
sand banks. Neither fresh water nor food 
is produced at either place. Botn have to be 
brought in steamers from long distanees, | | 
railroad 125 miles long runs from Iquique’an 
Pisagua zigzag up the mountains to the nitrate 
tieida.. Immense works are necessary to turn 
the deposits into the nitrate of soda of com- 
merce, which has practically succeeded to 
guano and superphosphates as a fertilizer in 
Germany and France, especially for the sucar- 
beet fields. Last May when we were at Iquique 
there were forty-seven vessels loading with 
nitrate of soda, and there were forty-five load- 
ing at Pisagua. In consequence of the new 
concessions which Col. North will get these in- 
dustries wiil be enormously increased. 

«Keeping still toward the north, we next paid 
visits to Lima and Callao, in Peru, and going 
thence to Panuma, we crossed the isthmus to 
Colon and embarked on the Newport for New- 
York. Col. North is one of the committee of the 
Peruvian bondholders, along with Mr. Grace, 
but he does not take active part in the negotia- 
tions. He met at Lima the President and all 
the members of the Peruvian Government. and 
became satistied that Mr. Grace’s plans for the 
arrangement of the Peruvian debt would even- 
tually succeed.” 

*‘Are you going to write an account of your 
trip, Dr. Russell?’ 

‘Certainly. I shall soon publish a volume 
describing ail I saw and learned. It was won- 
derful, and well worth aescribing. That's what 
I went out for.” 

Invitations from the Hon. John Bigelow and 
other well-known gentlemen poured in upon 
Col. North and his party during the afternoon, 
but they seemed to be more anxious to see the 
city than anything else, and the ladies retired 
to dress for the theatre in the evening.

BRAVE ADMIRAL KIMBERLY. 


SAILORS RETURNED FROM SAMOA . TELL 
OF THE APIA DISASTER. 


Twenty-four of the American survivors of the 
terrible disaster at Apia Harbor, Samoa, arrived 
here yesterday on the steamer Newport and 
were taken to the navy yard at once. They 
were assigned to the Vermont, and during the 
day spent a good dealof time in answering 
questions as to the part which they had taken 
in the now memorable battle with the elements. 

The detachment which arrived yesterday was 
accompanied by Boatswain McLaughlin, who 
went on immediately to Washington. Chief 
Boatswain’s Mate George Gilspey of the Tren- 
ton was in charge of the party which accom- 
panied Coxswain W. H. Shapland, Gunner’s 
Mate John Johnsen, Captain of the Forecastle

H. Palmgren from the Vandalia; Sailmaker’s 
Mate J. Jacobson, Blacksmith N. K. Ear), and 
Captain of the Top George Murray of the Nip- 
sic, and Quartermaster E. J. Byrne, Bandmaster 
Di Salle, twelve musicians, and two landsmen 
from the Trenton. 

The sailors of the Trerton were much amused 
at the reports of the concert give by the Tren- 
ton’s band during tne heaviest part of the blow. 

“Why, man,” said Boatswain’s Mate Gilspey, 
“jt was as much as a man could do to keep from 
being thrown about by the sea and the motion 
of the vessel. He did wellif he held on to him- 
self, without thinking of such a thing as bolding 
on to a musical instrument and playing it into 
the bargain. Itis perfectly true, however, that 
when the Calliope worked out of the harbor and 
swung clear of the Trenton, just as we thought 
she was going to come down on us and cut us 
in two, we gave her three cheers.”’ 

Gunner's Mate Johnsen, an old man-o’-wars- 
man of the Vandalia and a German by birth, 
though for twenty-four years in the United 
States Navy, had a peculiarly thrilling experi- 
ence. He is short and stockily built, or perhaps 
he Would nave been one of the men of the Vau- 
dalia who went to the bottom. He was among 
those who were clinging to the rigging of the 
Vandalia with the tremendods sea dashing over 
them after the-vessel’s hull rested on the 
bottom and the water was three feet deep 
over her decks. The Trenton, it will be 
remembered, 
alongside the Vandalia’s wreck for the purpose 
of taking off the men who were in her rigging. 
But for an unfortunate accident the loss on the 
Vandalia would have been much less. Just as 
the Trenton came alongside, bowever, a great 
wave drove her with fearful force upon the 
main and mizzen rigging of the Vandalia. 
Down went the masts with all their burden of 
living men into the furious sea. Johnsen was 
among those who were struggling in this mass 
of tangjed rigging and angry waters, 

A bowline was thrown to him at a lucky mo- 
ment, however, and he managed to get it about 
him under his arms, and in a moment more he 
was on the Trenton’s deck. Many others were 
rescued in the same way, while those on the fore 

‘rigging were taken olf in safety. 

The conduct of Admiral Kimberly during the 
‘storm calls forth much praise from the seamen 
who were where they could see his action. 
Again and again, they said, he refused to put on 
‘a life preserver which members of his staff of- 
‘fered him, thinking probably that the men 
would gain confidence by seeing him thus coolly 
facing danger unprotected. 

** He aid not seem to care about his own safe- 
ty,” said one of the Trenton’s survivors, ‘“* but 
his whole thought was how to get the Trenton 
down to the Vandalia to save the men in her 
rigging.” 

The camp life on Jand at Samoa was anything 
but pleasant, according to the testimony of the 
men who came here yesterday. The food was 
none of the best, consisting of rice, mutton, and 
canned provisions, and the work of removing 
the guns from the wrecked vessels was intense- 
ly laborious in the hot climate. Six weeks and 
three days after the disaster all hands went 
aboard the chartered steamer Rockton and set 
sailfor San Francisco, where they arrived on 
May 20. Most of the men who arrived yester- 
day by way of Panama have but a few days 
more to serve, and will be paid off and dis- 
charged as soon as the autherity comes from 
Washington.

OLERGYMEN FOR REFORM. 


MR, HERBERT WELSH’S PLAN APPROVED 
BY MANY MINISTERS AND LAYMEN. 


Mr. ‘Herbert Welsh of Philadelphia recently: 
‘suggested to Mr. George William Curtis and 
other leadersin the movement for civil service 
reform that, in order to bring before a large 
number of the people the question of reform, 
every clergyman and minister in charge of a 
parish or church ba requested to preach on 
next Thanksgiving Day a sermon in advocacy 
of the reform. Mr, Welsh’s suggestion received 
the cordial approval of the reform leaders, and 
@ circillar letter was accordingly sent-out to the 
clergymen of the land inviting them to preach 
reform sermons on Thanksgiving Day or such 
other day as might be convenient and agreeable 
tothem. They were asked only to advocate 
civil service reform so far'as it involves funda- 
mental principles of righteousness, and as upon 
investigation] they find the reform to be @ nec- 


essary means for saving the Federal, State, and 
Municipat Governments from inefiiciency and 
corruption, and rendering them honest and faith- 
ful servants of the people. f 

This circular letter the New-York “un called 
a ‘queer Philadelphia composition.” 1t was, 
in fact, from the pen of Mr. George William 
Curtis, and the invitation it contained has 
been very generally approved and accepted 
by clergymen of all denominations, It is 
designed to send to the gentlemen who 
are appealed. to to discuss this question 
copy of the Civil Service Reform Primer, and 
also ahistorical sketch of the reform move- 
ment in England and America, The latter is a 
condensation of facts contained in Mr. Dorman 
B. Eaton’s ‘Civil Service Reform in Great 
Britain” and Miss Lucy P. Saimon’s ‘‘Appoint- 
ing Power of the President.” This tract is al- 
ready prepared, but is not yet in print.

FOUND IN THE RESERVOIR. 





A HEAVY BLAST SERVES TO BRING A 
SUICIDE’s BODY TO THE SURFACE. 


There has been considerable blasting near the 
northern end of the new reservoir in Central 
Park recently, the workingmen firing one 
charge on Monday night which fairly shook the 
foundation of Reservoir Keeper Hankinson’s 
house, between the storage lakes, The dotona- 
tion served another purpose, too, for Nicholas 
Duffy, an aqueduct employe, saw at 1 P. M. yes- 
terday a body floating in the middle of the east 
basin of the new reservoir. He ana Watchman 
McEvoy put ouf forthe body ina boat, and, 
towing it ashore, placed it in one of the ad- 
jacent stables to await the arrival of the police. 
Keeper Hankinson sent word to the park po- 
lice at the Arsenal but they would have nothing 
to do with the body. They deciared police cases 
of every kind occuring in the reservoirs were 


out of their jurisdiction because the reservoirs 
belong to the Department of Public Works. 
The police of the East Eighty-eighth-strect 
station should be informed, they said. Mr. 
Hankinson sent there in consequence, and 
learned that as the suicide occurred within the 
Park limits, the municipal force had nothing to 
do with the case. The result of this conflict 
was that the body remained in the stables until 
after 7 o'clock, a period of six hours, unex- 
amined for purposes of identification, when the 
Twenty-seventh Precinct police finally awoke 
to. the necessities of the occasion and took the 
body to the Morgue. 

There is searcely any doubt that the man’s 
death was caused by deliberate suicide. There, 
Was nothing found on his person to give any: 
indication as to who he was. The body was 
that of a man of medium buila, forty-five years 
old, 5 feet 9inches in hight, with light complex- 
ion, sandy hair, mustache, and side whiskers. His 
clothing was of dark material and was new, as 
were the shoes. He wore a striped linen shirt 
and at his throat was a black silk cravat. The 
body bad not been in the reservoir more than. 
three or four days, The blasting, in all proba- 
bliity, brought it to the surface, 








A SURPLUS OF MILK AND BUTTER. 

Dealers in milk and butter feel somewhat 
demoralized, for both muiulk and bitter are at 
“present almost drugs in the market. The wet 
weather has caused a very luxuriant growth of 
grass, and cows are producing very large quan- 
tities of milk, which, however, is not rich in 
quality. The farmers, therefore, can make 
only a very small profit when they make butter. 


So they send all the milk they can to this city. 
Large milk dealers are overwhelmed with offers 
from farmers tosell. Large quantities of milk 
are daily shipped to this city, and are sold on 
the platforms in Jersey City at much lower 
prices than are paid by the Milk Exchange 
here. 

Enormous quantities of butter arrived dur- 
ing June. It is said on the street that ail the 
cold storage houses in. this-city are filled with 
butter, and thousands of packages are coming 
in daily. The receipts during the last six days 
have been 75,227 packages, against 60,723 
packages for the corresponding six days iast 
year. The wholesale price of the tinest fancy 
+ creamery butter yesterday was 18 cents per 
pound, and choice grades almost went begging 
at 17 cents per pound. The choicest dairy but- 
ter is worth only 1642. cents a pound, and a good | 
. Quality can. be bought for 15 cents. These 
‘prices are fully 2 cents per pound lower than 
they were last year. Although the probabilities 
aré that dealers who store up very large quan- 
tities will realize handsome profits in November 
and December, yet some large dealers hesitate 
about investing in this line on account of the 
large speculation that has already taken place. 








THE YORKTOWN’S METAOENTRE. 

The experiments to determine the position of 
metacentre of the gunboat Yorktown were 
completed at the Brooklyn Navy Yard yester- 
day. Naval Constructor J. B. Hoover, in charge 
of the tests, said last night that the metacen- 
tric height of the vessel had been optained, but 
that the result of the trials, so far as the alleged 
‘top-heaviness of thé vessel was concerned, 
could not be calculated until to-day. Starting 
| from. an even keel, the ship was heeled alter- 
nately to port.and starboard by means of shilt- 
‘ing heavy weights on deck. The water in the 
dry dock basin being perfectly calm afforded an 
excellent opportunity of taking the gunboat’s 
draught with nicety.

BRICK? 


A YOUNG GIRL’S SKULL FRACTURED BY A 
MYSTERIOUS MISSILE. 


Johanna Alfreda Akerbom, a Swedish domes- 
tic, twenty-three years old, who is known to her 
associates as Mary Johnson, was struck on the 
forehead by a brick thrown by some unknown 
Person while she was standing in front of her 
home, 225 East Twenty-eighth-street, with her 
cousin, Lillie Johnson, engaged in conversation 
with Capt. James M. Nugent of Hook and Lad- 
der Company No. 7, which is quartered at 217 
East Twenty-eighth-street.

‘AND PAILING TO GET IT YOUNG HOEDE- 
| “‘ MAKER HILLED HIMSELF. 


|. The yeung man who committed suicide early 
Monday morning at the Union-Square Hotel by 
taking an overdose of morphine has been identi- 
fied as J. E. Hoedemaker, a clerk employed by 
Druggist Miiller at Eleventh-street and Uni- 
versity-place, Hoedemaker was only twenty- 
one years old. Three years ago he came from 
Amsterdam, Holland, where his family live. 
His father isa learned and widely-known pro- 
fessor in the Dutch Reformed College there. 
When the boy came to New-York he had no 
friends save the Rev. Dr. Ormiston, who, as a 
friend of the father, acted asa sort of guardian 
| for the eon. ¢ 

Last October Hoedemaker went to work for 
Druggist Miiller. Abont six months ago ne be- 
came initiated into and infatuated with early 
morning life in the Nineteenth Precinct. His 
boon companion was Theodore Beaupin, theson 
of a Forty-second-streetliquor dealer. Beaupin 
had plenty of money, Hoedemaker had little, 
and his Inability to “keep his end up” preyed 
on his mind. Abeut two weeks ago he met one 
of the habitués of all-night resorts, with whom 
he became infatuated: It was his inability to 
provide for her the luxuries she desired that in- 
duced him to commit suicide. He worked all 
day Sunday, and in the evening dined witn his 
crony, Beaupin. After leaving him he went to 
the Union-Square Hotel, where he died as told 
in yesterday’s TIMES, 

That the suicide was but the natural result of 
Hoedemaker's inability to keep the-pace set by 
his associates is shown by the notes he left for 
his friends, He numbered among his acquaint- 
ances many young men of whuom he had bor- 
rowed small sums. Several of these received 
notes from him on Monday morning, mailed the 
night before, in which Hoedemaker said he in- 
tended to commit suicide, In every envelope 
was the amount that Hoedemaker owed the re- 
ceiver. So honest was the young man that he 
would not appropriate the deadly morphine 
from the stock kept by his employer, but bought 
it outside. He senta letter to Mr. Miiller, tell- 
ing him he was going to commit suicide. 

Hoedemaker registered at the Union-Square 
as ‘‘Edward Lang of Chicago.” A strange fact 
in connection with the case is that the under- 
taker yesterday received a telegram from 0. L. 
Hobbs of Chicago saying: “Keep body of Ea- 
ward Lang until friends ‘come.” 

The Rey. Dr. Ormiston is now in Canada, but 
it ls believed that he willreturn and take charge 
of the body. 


MAYOR GRANT HESITATES. 


- HE WANTED MORE 














HE HAS NOT YET APPOINTED A SUOC- 
CESSOR TO GEN. DUANE. 


Mayor Grant has not yet nerved himself up 
to the. task of appointing a Tammany man to 
attempt to oust Gen, Duane from the Aqueduct 
Commissionership. He, Chamberlain Croker, 
and Corporation Counsel Clark had a long con- 
ference yesterday afternoon, but apparently 
arrived at no satisfactory conclusion. As the 
Mayor continues to refuse to sign the pay roll of 
the Aqueduct Board because it contains an au- 
thorization fur the payment ot Gen. Duane’s 
salary for June, the other Co:nmissioners, 
Messrs. Scott, Howe, and Tucker, cannot get 
their pay unless they authorize the preparation 
of a special roll not containing Gen. Duane’s 
name. But they are determined not to thus prej- 
udice the case of their colleague or give 
color to that of the Tammany crowd. It is 
their purpose to support Gen. Duane until the 
courts shall have finally decided him to be 
ineligible to the Aqueduct Commissionership, a 
decision which they do not believe will ever 
be arrived at. In the meantime they will prob- 
ably sue out Mandamuses to compel the city to 
pay them their salaries. Thus litigation costly 
to the taxpayers is started by the eagerness of 
Mayor Grant to get a lucrative office for a Tam- 
many follower. 





ADVERSE TO GERMAN AND FRENCH. 
Interest in vesterday’s meeting of _the Board 
of Education centred in the report of the Com- 
mittee of Eight. A new recommendation sub- 
mitted py the majority is that the teaching of 
the German and French languages be discon- 
tinued in the public schools. An opposition 
minority report, signed only by Commissioner 
Schmitt, was submitted in conjunction with the 
other report. The subject matter, however, was 
not taken up Dy the board. It was referred back 
to the committee for consideration until Octo- 
ber next. 
The application of the Trustees of the Eleventh 
Ward for the organization of a new female de- 
partmentin Grammar School No. 88 was de- 
nied. The recommendation of the Twelfth 
Ward Trustees that the new school at Lenox- 
avenue and One Hundred and Thirty-fourth- 
street be known as No. 89 wasapproved. George 
W, Ferguson was elected a ‘lrustee of this ward. 
The board decided to give some help to Mayor 
Grant in his efforts to bury the electric wires. 
They voted to appropriate $2,300 for that pur- 
pose, the wires to go down being those of the 
department connected with the fire lines. The 
board adjourned until Wedpesday, July 10.
